The five candidates in the Ward 1 
byelection will know sometime after 8 
p.m. Monday which one is the new town 
councillor. 

The polls for about 3,600 voters open 
at 10 a.m. at the new Fenwick fire station 
and North Pelham’s First Presbyterian 
Church. An advance poll was held 
Wednesday, June 15, at the fire station. 

Ward 1 is a big area covering eastern 
and northern Pelham. It stretches from 
the Welland River in the south to town’s 
northern boundary.

At the tables, they chatted 
with visitors, accepted com¬ 
pliments, sold and signed 
copies. From fellow writers, 
they learned a few tricks of 
the trade. 

You're always learning, 
said Doctor, who wrote the 
best-selling Six Metres of 
Pavement. It’s a love story 
about a South Asian man and 
a Portuguese woman who 
live six metres of pavement 

“When you’re a writer you 
learn how to work alone,” she 
said. 

From your first book you 
learn mistakes to avoid in 
your second book and they 
you make different ones in 
your third, she chuckled. 

But that’s the writing 
process. 

Once you have the book 
written, then you have to pro¬ 
mote it, she said. 

"That takes a whole differ¬ 
ent set of skills of talking to 
people and knowing where 
to go.” 

She said she was surprised 
a story about a South Asian 
man would catch on. 

She thinks the familiar 
setting of Toronto streets 
allowed readers to see the 
universal themes found in 
different cultures. 

“We aren’t talking about 
New Delhi.” 

The familiar setting 
of Niagara Falls helped 
Buchanan turn her first book 
into a New York Times best 


seller. 

The Day the Palls Stood Still 
is set almost within sight of 
the Pelham library. 

Many people around the 
world are familiar with the 
falls as visitors or through the 
media, she said. 

"They've seen the falls and 
the barge above" the site of a 
famous rescue. 

For local residents, the 
novel about Niagara riverman 
Red Hill is packed with local 
names and places. It covers 
the growth of hydro power in 
1920s. The drilling of a new 
canal by Big Becky brings 
back the issue of waterflow 
over the falls. 

Buchanan said in high 
school she had poor English 
marks primarily because she 
was terrible at spelling. 

She went on to get a 
biochemistry degree and 
a masters of business 
administration. 

Buchanan said she got 
hooked on writing when she 
rather casually signed up for 
a creative writing course. 

Her scientific and business 
training provided the disci¬ 
pline to spend a year writing 
and two years re-writing. 

Events such as the book fair 
give an author a chance to 
meet their readers and make 
interesting contacts, she said. 

It’s how she met Edith Hill, 
the daughter of Red Hill. 

The fair is part of the 
month-long Grey Borders’ 
Niagara Literary Arts Festival 
and was assisted by Pelham 
Arts Festival funding.

PELHAM - It was 10 years 
in the making. 

As planning director Craig 
Larmour put it to town coun¬ 
cil’s general committee, the 
town finally has a draft of an 
East Fonthill Secondary Plan 
to present to the public at an 
open house on June 21. 

“It’s not 'the final draft’ it’s 
that we finally got a draft,” he 
said. 

Work on the massive 
project began a decade 
ago. Extensive negotiations 
between the town and a land- 
owners group slowly chugged 

At one point, creating the 
secondary plan was turned 
over to a landowners group. 
However, that process bogged 
down and the town took the 
work back. 

A secondary plan is a 
major zoning document that 
sets control on the use lands. 
It’s a detailed version of the 
Official Plan for a specific 
area of the town. 

In this case the draft plan, 
prepared by the town’s con¬ 
sultant Ron Palmer, outlines 
six subdivision neighbour¬ 
hoods on a large piece of 
property stretching from 
Regional Rd. 20 along Rice 
Rd. to the town’s bound¬ 
ary south of Merritt Rd. It 
reaches west from Rice Rd. 
to Station St. and the Steve 
Bauer Trail. 

The area has the potential 
of housing 5,000 people and 


will have a major impact on 
the town as it develops. 

The town will hold an open 
house at Pelham Station No. 
1 on Tuesday, June 21, from 2 
p.m. to 4 p.m. and 6 p.m. to 8 
p.m. to present the plan and 
take comments. 

The draft of the secondary 
plan is already available on the 
town’s website. 

It shows the layout of the 
neighbourhoods,roads,density 
levels of housing, placement of 
parks, water areas, sidewalks, 
trails and other details to move 
forward the projects by the 
various developers. 


In its written section it out¬ 
lines the policies, goals, restric¬ 
tions and visions behind the 
development of the area. It dis¬ 
cusses densities, walkability, 
road designs, cycling lanes and 
green strategies. 

Larmour in his report said 
the open house in being adver¬ 
tised, notices have been sent 
to property owners within the 
secondary plan area. 

The town has supplied the 
property landowners copies of 
background reports and met 
with their representatives to 
discuss the open house. 

From the open house, 


e-mails and written submis¬ 
sions he expects to be busy. 

“Plannings staff anticipate 
receiving comments from the 
public and comment agencies 
over the summer months. It 
is staff’s intention to review 
the comments and refine the 
Secondary Plan in an effort to 
formulate a final draft,” he said. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn con¬ 
gratulated planning staff for 
die effort they have made put¬ 
ting together the secondary 

"It will affect the future of 
our town for a long time,” he 
said.

Town council, after flirt¬ 
ing with an appointment 
procedure, decided to hold a 
byelection. 

The five candidates are in a 
campaign twice as long as the 
five-week federal election. 


Butko, 19, is a Niagara 
College broadcasting student 
who was prime minister of 
E.L. Crossley Secondary 
School’s student council. 

During his door knock¬ 
ing, the Fonthill resident 
has found many ready for a

want their voices heard, 
whether it be at council meet¬ 
ings or other committees.

Emmons, 62, served four 
years on the 2006-10 town 
council. He finished third in 
the two-seat Ward 2 race in 
the Oct. 25 civic election. 

Since then, he’s missed 
serving the people of Pelham.

done. Win or lose, I’m proud 
of what I’ve accomplished in 
this election,” he said.

Emmons has tried to reach 
as many homes in the ward as 
possible. He was sidetracked 
by a short illness. 

“I would like the residents 
to know that I do know where 
they live and have been 
there,” he said. 

“Anyone who has received 
my card can rest assured that 
it was delivered by me, not 
a helper or aide, and I have 
taken the opportunity to 
speak with as many people as 
possible.” 

An issue he came across 
involved property standards. 

“In North Pelham it is 
the berm being built in the 
Sixteeen Rd. Centre St. area,” 
he said. 

“In Fenwick, residents are 
concerned about the size and 
type of development, town- 
houses and two storey homes 
in the new subdivisions, 
where residents thought that 
it would be single-storey bun¬ 
galow type homes.” 

People living near potential 
tower sites are concerned 
about towers. 

“Recreational facilities 
are also a concern for most 
people, with the proposed 
new facilities being more 
than most residents want to 


afford,” Emmons said 

They any tax inci 
on any facility that most of 
them will never use. 

“The location in east 
Fonthill is just too far away 
for most Ward 1 residents to 
feel a connection.” 

If elected, he “will forward 
these concerns to the coun¬ 
cil, and try work to the best 
advantage of the residents 
that I represent.” 

Emmons and his wife Lyn 
live on what was the her 
family's farm on Pancake 
Lane in Ridgeville. They 
have two grown children. 

He is retired, and has time 
to serve on council. 


Fraser, 49, calls himself a 
behind-the-scenes person. 

He said that’s why he’s 
shied away from interviews 
since he entered the Pelham 
Ward 1 byelection race right 
at the deadline for nomina¬ 
tions on May 6. 

He picks up his mail for 
a Haist St. address, Fraser, 
49, said his actual address 
is RR5 Fenwick. It’s outside 
of Ward 1 but not really 
Fonthill, said the father of 
four. 

“I grew up right across the 
street from the Old Pelham 
Town Hall,” said the son of 
Frank and Kay Fraser, local 
teachers who had a fruit and 
vegetable farm. 

The part-time real estate 
agent who is also an envi¬ 
ronmental chemist and 
information technologist 
said h< 



slated for east Fenwick and 
east Fonthill as well as a 
reconstruction of downtown 
Fenwick. 

He would like to see the 
town move on with things 
“in a more timely fashion”, 
such as a site alteration 
bylaws or street reconstruc¬ 
tion that doesn’t hamper 
merchants. 

A recreation centre, the 
town-owned lands, pesti¬ 
cides on golf courses and 
speeding are some of the 
issues he’s heard on the 
campaign trail.

Lane was appointed to 
the previous town council in 
2008 when Malcolm Allen 
resigned after he become 
Welland MP. Lane finished 
third in Ward 1 in the 2006 
municipal election. 

He again finished third in 
2010. If it followed the same 
procedure, town council 


would have appointed him 
for this vacancy. 

Lane said he has heard 
frustrations about the delay 
of road construction on 
Pelham and Haist streets in 
Fonthill. 

“And to some degree with 
the fire station in Fenwick,” 
he said. 

The former two-year 
councillor still gets calls 
from people asking for help 
with town issues “and where 
to get answers.” 

The former councillor is 
retired from a supervisory 
job in Hamilton. 

"I will be glad to get back 
on council and help people 

Lane considers himself a 
fiscal conservative ready to 
make do with a Chevy rather 
than buy for a Cadillac when 
it comes to administering 
the town's funds. 

The town he said must 
make best use of its 
resources. He suggests using 
the old Fenwick fire station 
for a youth activity centre 
until the final use of the site 
is decided. 

Lane, who grew up in 
Pelham, and his wife Tuula 
Lane live in Ward 1 on 
Regional Rd. 20. 


Rybiak, 62, is enjoying 
his first experience as a 
candidate. 

“It is long,” he said about 
the campaign. 

“You want to get your 
name known but you can’t 
campaign all the time.” 

Rybiak spent his child¬ 
hood on Foss Rd., where his 
family made a home in 1956. 
He returned to it in 2003, 
purchasing the same family 
home from his parents when 
he retired from his career 
in human resources across 
Canada and abroad. 

He and his wife, Wieske, 
consider themselves to be 
“semi-retired" They manage 
the Fenwick rental devel¬ 
opment constructed by his 


father, Joe Rybiak, in 1989. 

He said it was nice to meet 
old friends as he canvassed 
the riding. But he met many 
people who have recently 
moved into the large ward. 

Those in the north¬ 
east corner, for example, 
are orientated toward St. 
Catharines. 

People throughout the 
ward are concerned about 
speeding 

“We’re on rural roads 
and people think they can 
speed along them to link to 
the main thoroughfares in 
the region,” 
he said.

I fyou’re in Ward 1, Monday is your day. 

For the first time in the history of 
the town, in a byelection you will select a 
member of town council who will look out 
for your concerns for the next four years. 
It's a big ward. 

It covers almost the whole western half 
of the town from the Welland River in 
the south to Spring Creek Rd. and Louth 
Townline Rd. in the north. 

It’s eastern boundary with Ward3 is 
Cream St. and with Ward 2, Centre St. 
Then Ward 1 wraps around the northern 
boundary of Ward 2 along Sixteen Rd. to 


Ward 1 contains the village of Fenwick 
and the community of North Pelham. 

As you will see in a story in today’s 
edition, the five candidates in the 
byelection delved into the issues facing 
the ward. They include rural concerns 
for drainage, site controls and urban 
encroachment. An eastern Fenwick 
subdivision is on the planning boards. 

Residents are annoyed by speeding as 
commuters shortcut down rural roads 
to Welland, St. Catharines and Regional 
Rd. 24. Similarly, they worry about losing 
facilities in Fenwick such as library 
services and the Pelham Fire Station No. 3. 

On Monday, Ward 1 residents have 
their chance to chose their second voice 
on the seven member town council. 

Polls are open from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
at new Pelham Fire Station No. 2 or First 
Presbyterian Church in North Pelham. 

On Monday night, the votes will be 
counted and posted at Pelham Town Hall 
inFonthill.

Well, they won’t be there long. .the 
byelection is on Monday! 

You will recall that following the 
resignation of Debbie Urbanowicz 
from Pelham Tbwn Council, 


Councillors debated our options to 
replace her 

Essentially, the Municipal Act 
provides two possibilities: Council 
may appoint an “eligible” person - a 
Canadian citizen over 18 years old and 
who resides in the town; or 
council may hold a byelection for that 
specific, ward seat 

Initially, the majority of coundllots 
opted to appoint someone. They 
wanted to advertise in the paper, 

councillor during a special closed- 
door session. (I disagreed with the 
idea and voted against the plan.) 

Well, councillors and I were 


overwhelmed by the feedback from 
the community. I had so many 
people contact me that I had to keep 
track of the phone calls, e-mails, 
and conversations in a spreadsheet 
When I analyzed the results, I found 
that more than two-thirds of the 
households that contacted me 
suggested we hold a byelection. 
Interesting ifyou broke that down 
by wards, more than 84% ofWard 1 
households called for a by election. 

The majority feel that it is for better 
that hundreds and hundreds of 
people choose their new councillor 
instead of a few people around a 
council table. 



Council listened to the feedback, 
and, on March 21, voted to hold a 
byelection. Thetown’sderkcalled 
for nominations from the community 
from April 5 until May 6. 

Following that nomination period, 
a total of five people put their names 
forward for the byelection. They 
include: Louis Butko, David Emmons, 
Rob Fraser, Jim Lane, and Richard 
Rybiak. 

Interestingly, only two candidates 

- Richard Rybiak and Jim Lane - 
actuallylive inWard 1. (Each 
of the other candidates lives in 
Ward 2 and can’t even vote in the 
byelection.) 

So, Wednesday was the Advance 
Poll day from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. at 
the new Pelham Fire Station No. 2 
at 766 Welland Road, Fenwick. 

Voting Day will be Monday, June 
20 from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. at either 
the new Pelham Fire Station No. 2 
or at the First Presbyterian Church, 
602 Metier Road, North Pelham.

Federal budget 2011: Take Two 



O ne could be excused 
for getting a feeling of 
deja vu when reading over our 
government's newly tabled 
budget. As promised during the 
election campaign which saw 
our government returned to 
Ottawa with a majority of seats in 
Parliament, we have more or less 
re-tabled the budget that had been 
rejected by the Opposition parties, 
sending Canadians to the polls. 

The good news is that the 
positive steps that this budget had 
contained for keeping Canada’s 
recovery on track as part of our 
Economic Action Plan remain 


unchanged. The sound fiscal 
management that has seen nearly 
540,000 new jobs created since July 
2009 remains in this new draft, and 
a popular initiative seen previously 
in our ecoENERGY Retrofit Homes 
Program, is also included. 

Our government has seen no 
reason to change gears now. 
Canada's Economic Action Plan 
has guided Canada through the 
recession to seven straight quarters 
of economic growth, and our 
unemployment rate remains well 
below that of the United States 
for the first time in more than 
three decades. Indeed, the World 
Economic Forum has consistently 
ranked Canada's banking system as 
the soundest in the world for three 
straight years. 

That is why Budget 2011, as the 
next phase of Canada’s Economic 
Action Plan, continues to build on 
the momentum that the first years 
of the program accomplished. The 


plan includes a new hiring credit 
for small business, which provides 
a one-time credit of up to $1,000 to 
encourage additional job creation. 

It supports youth entrepreneurs 
by investing $20 million to 
the Canadian Youth Business 
Foundation. And we are continuing 
to reduce barriers to economic 
growth through the hard work that 
my colleagues and I are doing on the 
Red Tape Reduction Commission. 

Our support for families and 
communities remains as strong 
as ever in our reintroduced 
budget with new tax credits for 
family caregivers (up to $2,000 
for caregivers of loved ones), 
children’s arts (up to $500 
for programs associated with 
arts, cultural, recreation, and 
development activities), and tax 
relief for volunteer firefighters.

will receive additional annual 
benefits of up to $600 for singles 
and $840 for couples. 

Canada has a big role to play in 
the coming years; we have one of 
the strongest fiscal positions of the 
G-7 countries and remain on track 
to balance the budget by 2015-16. 
With this budget, we are building 
on our Economic Action Plan by 
targeted tax relief and launching 
government-wide Strategic 
Operating Reviews to help cut 
government spending. 

Our Government will continue 
to work to ensure that Canada 
remains at the forefront of 
economic leadership on the 
world stage while ensuring that 
Canadians receive the services that 
families and communities depend

Dan DeVries of DeVries Fruit 
Farm said the long wet spring 
had raised concerns. It delayed 
the crop about two weeks. 

However, now they are 
coming out well and he expects 
to see an exceptional crop of big 
strawberries. 

Kathryn Ferretd is optimistic 
good things will come to those 
waiting and licking their chops 
at the berry patch. 


The cool, wet spring that has 
set Niagara’s growing season 
a week or so behind sched¬ 
ule looks as if it’s delivering a 
bumper crop of strawberries, 
said Ferretd, who runs Nokara 
Farms in Port Dalhousie with 
husband Joe. 

“A slow-growing strawberry is 
avery sweet strawberry,” she said 
Sunday. “If you get a lot of rain 
and then a lot of sun, they puff 
up really fast. But this slow grow¬ 
ing season is just awesome." 

Gallagher's Farm Market 
in Fonthill has already seen a 
steady flow of customers trying 
to snap up the first berries of 
Niagara's growing season. 

"We’re really very surprised 
with the weather and the spring 
so far that there’s a product 
coming on,” market owner Terry 
Gallagher said. 

“So far, everything looks 
great They’re excellent They’re 
medium to large.” 

Gallagher’s strawberry sup¬ 


plier — Tigchelaar Farms—was 
set to welcome berry pickers 
at its 9th St. farm in west St. 
Catharines as of Monday. 

Gallagher said most crops 
will be set back about a week 
because spring gave fanners the 
cold shoulder 

“But if it starts a week late, it 
usually runs that much longer, 

Even though temperatures 
may have been cooler than 
usual, Ferretd said Niagara 
avoided a spring freeze, which is 
helping the strawberry crop. 

Typically, the season's first 
blossoms — for what Ferretd 
calls “the king berries” — are 
zapped by ftost 

“We didn’t lose any king ber¬ 
ries this year. Usually that first 
one, the biggest one, is lost to 
frost. But this year, no frost.” 

Fenwick grower Rod Wright 
said he expects pickers will 
have to wait about another 
week to get at his crop.
